2. Mildred Armstrong. in revenge against her father, who had pun- 
ished her, she falsely charged him with intimacy with her. Both of her 
parents, father and mother, petitioned the Court te take her in custody, be- 
cause she had, for long, been an incorrigible girl. She was committed to Mt 
St. Mary’s Training School for Girls, by the Juvenile Court of Dayton, Ohio, 
on Feb. 7, 1923. She was found to be infected by an unmentionable disease 
and was treated/for the same. Her grandmother petitioned the Court for 
her custody, and this was granted, on Apr. 21, 1924. The Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, it should be noted, are absolutely under the command of the 
Juvenile Court, in regard to the girls who are wards of the Court. No charge 
whatever of cruelty was made against the Sisters. Her grandmother wish- 
ed to take care of Ber; arid this was granted.
